Museum Anxiously 
Awaits Seal’s Body

Pittsburgh, which Is conducting 
a survey of mammals in Penn­ 
sylvania. is anxiously awaiting 
the remains or Mr Gulliver, un 
errant seal whose travels took 
(lim from the 
Arctic 
regions 
down to the Delaware River at 
Bristol Tile seal, taken from tile 
river last month, died at the 
Philadelphia 
Zoo, 
from 
what 
authorities said was a blood in­ 
fection 
Gulliver, so tunned by 
cight-yeui old Kitty ism Lynn, of 
Bristol, was a hooded seal, the 
second of his species fished from 
the Delaware. 


"Gulliver" is dead. 
Tile sad news reached Bristol 
late yesterday afternoon that the 
young hooded seal, which chose to 
land in Bristol after its long swim 
from the North Atlantic area, had 
died yesterday afternoon at 
tile 
Philadelphia zoological gardens. 
Heroic efforts had been made by 
“ZOO" officials ever since August 
8th to save the seal's life It whs 
the morning of the nth of August 
that Bristolians rubbed their eyes 
in disbelief when they sighted the 
seal on the float at the Elks home 
When captured by means of a net a 
few hours later he was placed In a 


box, put aboard a truck, and was off 
to the Phila "zoo", 
Since then penicillin und aureo- 
mvein have been used in quantity In 
an endeavor to help the seal com­ 
bat infection no doubt Incurred 
through waters of the Delaware 
river. I he seal, however, ate very 
little, consequently lost consider­ 
able weight and grew weaker, 
An autopsy showed that cause 
of death was septicaemia, or Infec­ 
tion of the blood stream" it was an­ 
nounced at the “zoo." 
"We noticed that the seal ap­ 
peared very sick. und lie was taken 
out of the pool. lie died a short 
Utile later" It was udded. 
The body is to be shipped to the 
Carnegie Museum at Pittsburgh, and 
it is the belief of "zoo" officials that 
the *hody will be stuffed and placed 
on exhibition 
Although all Bristolians have been 
"rooting" for "Gulliver", one who Is 
particularly sorry to hear of his 
death Is little "Kitty lam" Lynn. 
McKinley street, who named him. 
"Kitty lam", who suggested the 
name of "Gulliver" for the ntuch- 
travelled seal, and thereby won 
The Bristol Courier’s seal-naming 
contest, made a trip to the "zoo" 
on August 28th to visit "Gulliver". 
He posed with "Kitty lam" for a 
picture at that time 
Frederick Pinier, curator of mam­ 
mals at Phila. "zoo", spent day after 
day ut the pool where the seal was
